I stumbled the other day uponan old copy of Co- 
lonial law, published by Williams « Livingstone, 
government printers, in 1750. It contained a com- 
plete record of colonial legislation from the reign of 
Witliam and Mary te the date of publication. The 
laws governing slaves in the north as well as the 
south are interesting. For instance the statute of 
1.30 provides that if three slaves met 
(unless while® laboring for their masters) 
the. penalty should be forty lashes. 
It also enacts that masters should have the privi- 
lege of ‘“‘punishing slaves according to their discre- 
tion, not exteuding to life or limb.’’ Every town 
was provided withaslave whipper whose fee was 
three shillings per head. A slave striking a white 
man could be jailed for fourteen days and subject- 
@ity “other punishment atthe discretion of the 
magistrates, not extending to lifeor limb.’’ Any 
master who manumitted a slave must give bonds to 
the amount of £200 that the said slave should not 
become a public charge. The testimony of slaves 
was not received in court except against ocher 
slaves. A slave detected carrying a weapon, such 
as gun, pistol or sword’ (except by  per- 
mission of the master) is to suffer twenty 
lashes on the bare back. Slaves convicted of murder 
or felony (including setting fire to haystacks) ‘‘shall 
suffer the pains of death in such manner and under 
such circumstances as the enormity of their crimes 
shall merit or require.’’ Slaves were not entitled 
to trial by jury uuless demandeéd. by their masters 
wh6 were to pay the extra jury fees. [n process 
againstslaves no grand jury indictment wag re- 
quired, On ac*usation the prisoner could be tried 
immediate by « court composed of three justices and 
five free holders. If coavicted, immediately execu- 
tiom could be ordered. Such legislation as the 
abdve may explain the fact that ten years after its 
date (1710) a number ofslaves were burned alive 
on charge of conspiracy to burn the qjty.

THE FORCES OF ARABI PASHA COM- 
PLETBLY COLLAPSE, 


All the Forts Now Occupied by English Troops—How 
the Arabs Received the News—The Disposition 
of the Rebel Chlef Discussea—P 
Prayers to be Offered, BEtc., Ett. 


LONDON, September 16.—With the exception of a 
few leaders and one or two persons accused of 
crimes, no rebels were made prisoners by General 
Lowe in Cairo, who merely required them toe sur- 
rendér theirarms. Marry who have been promi- 
nent in the rebellion were told, much to their sur 
prise, that they were free. ‘(ieneral Wood occupied 
Kaflir-el-Dwar and Mallahaila this afternoon. . The 
naval brigade, with their guns, have reimbarked, 
The Times, in a leading article, says: ‘“‘Iffhe lives 
of Arabi Pasha and his immediate followers are 
spared, these men must be put once for all out of 
the way of doing further harm. They cannot be 
permitted to retise to Constantinople to become the 
center of implacable intrigues. To restore the 
authority of the khedive, the army 
must be disbanded and replaced by gen d’armes 
sufficient to maintain civil order. If troops are need- 
ed to defend the distant frontiers, it is sufficient to 
maintain them on the frontier,and not keep them 
at Cairo. A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram compa- 
ny from Alexandria reports that Ninet (the Swiss) | 
Arabi's European adviser, has not been arrested. 
The khedive has learned that the commander at 
Damietta refuses to surrender. He has 5,000 black 
troops. Mahmaud Pasha Bauria has been arrested 
near Cairo. He ‘Was driving on the road te 
Shubru at the time. The Pall Mall 
Gazette announces that Mr, Gladstone 
asked the archbishop of Canterbury to direct that 
thanksgiving services be held in the churches te- 
merrow for the successes in Egypt. kKurshed 
Pasha, commanding at Aboukir, has sent in a mes- 
sage announcing his readiness to surrend er. 

A dispatch from Cairo tothe Duily News says: 
However much Arabi Pasha may have impresses 
the peasants for servicein his army, he has not 
meddled with the property of the people. The 
whole country seems prosperous. 

Reuter’s telegram company has the ‘following 
from Alexandria: Fort Aslan was sufrendered at 
11 o’clock this morning General Wood 
in person. The commandant and twelve 
officers came forward to surrender. General Wood 
immediately inquired forthe Italian naval lieuten- 
aut, Poolucei, who was supposed to have espoused 
Arabi Pasha’s cause. Afte some delay Paolucei 
.was brought forward wearing the uniform of an 
Egvtian officer. He was immediately placed under 
arrest. General Wood informed tie commandant 
of Fort Aslan that he would intercede for him and 
his brother officessif they with their men would 
assist in repairing the railway. The offer was ac- 
Several civilians, evidently belonging tu 
the upper were found in the 
fort. They were apparently merchants, 
butthey were nevertheless ordered to set to workon 
the railways. A dispatch from Constantinople to 
Reuter’s telegram company says: The impression 
prevails in official circles that the Anglo-Turkrsh 
military convention will not now be signed. Ney- 
ertheless another cabinet council was held to-day, 
at which Said Pasha was instructed to address 
fresh conciliatory communicaticns to Lord Duf- 
ferin. It here that Arabi Pasha 
will be sent to England, The news of the capture 
of Arabi Pasha was received by the Arabs in Alex- 
audria with what was apparently the wildest en- 
thusiasm. Mahmond Baroudiand Suleiman Samai, 
who was commander of the battalion which took 
the leading part in the burning of Alexandria, 
were recalled from Salihyeh by their friends and 
fled to upper Egypt. Ali Fehbmy and Reshid Pasha 
were not captured at Tel-el-Kebir, butit is believed 
they have since been arrested at Cairo. The ene- 
my's troops from Mehallel, Aboukir and kafr-el- 
Dwar will parade at the front here and those 
from Mahallel Sunday, when they will surrender 
their arms, be stripped of. their military dress, 
and disbanded in the presence of all the 
troops of General Wood. In many instances the 
wounded Arabs fired upon the English after they 
had passed them. Lord, St. Vincent cut down a 
native standard bearer, and captured his colors, 
There were lamentable casualties on the enemy’s 
side. Old men and children were killed. This was 
unavoidable, owing to the fact that the Egyptians 
kept up a straggling fire from their mud huts. This 
brought the English fire upon non-combatants, 
Without our siege train, the position of Arabi, Pa- 
sha at Kafr-el-Dwar was unassailable. Canned 
provisions for 30,000 men fora month were captured 
at Tel-el-Kebir. The khedive did not receive 
Boutros Bey and other delegates from Cairo as they 
were merely the bearers of a letter from Arabi Pa- 
sha, offering submission, and were not accredited 
by the notables as expected,

the church, the expediency of auricular confession 
and conventional establishments, and an effigiency 
in the sacraments of the church not inferior to that 
claimed exclusively by the Roman Catholic church.

WHAT A REVOLUTION HAS BEEN 
MADE IN MAKING FLOUR, 


A Georgia Firm Going Ahead in a New Industry— 
What a World of Energy Has Accomplished— 
The Famous Kennesaw Millis Company 
at Marietta—8750,000 in Flour. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Marretra, Ga., September 15, 1482.—How 
long has man been on this sphere? has been 
a question many times asked, but never satis- 
factorily answered. But it matters little with 
us whether he has been here 6,000 years ora 
milliom ages; in the past twenty-five years he 
has made more advancement in scientific ap- 
pliances than for centuries gone, a fact Iam 
led to state by having to-day, for the first 
time, seen tle most important invention of 
its character, and one of the most important 
for the health of the world, that was ever con 
ceived by the ingenuity of man’s vernacular 
intellect. 

What we eat will always. be a theme that 
epicures will study well, and consequently a 
continued improvement in quality must be 
expected in everything that is eatable until 
perfeetion is reached. In one branch of our 
daily food this perfection has been obtained. 
The grinding of wheat and corn by stones has 
been customary from time immemorial,, and 
when even the old stone or burr process was 
carried to such a perfect state, it was thought 
nothing could superiede it. Nashville and 
St. Louis used to be the headquarters for the 
finest known brands by the old way of mak- 
ing flour, but, now that man’s inventive gen- 
ius has interposed, this monopoly has been 
broken and other places have as much right 
to claim the title of being a fine flour market 
as St. Louis or Nashville. 

SLATER’S STORY. 

It was not until the early part of the nine- 
tecnth century, about 1812, I believe, that the 
primitive ways of grinding was changed. At 
that time Edmund Slater invented the hop- 
per boy, conveyer, descender and elevator. By 
this ten-strike of ingenuity a great deal of 
labor was saved and the miller enabled to dis- 
pense with many formerly necessary bands. 
The story goes that Slater was once visited by 
some Brandywine millers who had heard of 
his invention, and were much astonished to 
find him out in his field making hay, 
while his mill was singing the song 
of the brook, “Tr RO forever.”’ 
These appliances, however, were only 
automatic conveniences, and it was still ar- 
gued that the only wiy to make flour was to 
grind the wheat between two revolving stones. 
Imagine the surprise, therefore, of our millers 
when the process of reduction by rollers was 
invented, and mills that were producing the 
finest, whitest grades of winter wheat tlours 
were confronted by the middlings brands 
bringing from two to three dollars per barre!

The old firm of Cook & Cheek, of Marietta, 
were known all over Georgia by their high 
grades of flour, and now the present owners 
of Kennesaw company, are 
likewise known for their find grades of the 
gradual reduction or roller process flours. in 
order to let Tue ConstTiTeTtion’s readers thor- 
oughly understand thd process, it isnecessary 
to explain that the demand for avery fine 
white flour was made by the fastidious taste 
of an epicurean public, which could only be 
obtained under the old process by making the 
four from 

THESTARCHY SUBSTANCE IN THEGEAIN, 

thus leaving it indigestible and 
out any gluten. This 
a very low grinding, 
cloths in order to make a good yield, and 
this also necessitated making an impalpable 
powder, as above stated, causing the bread to 
be clammy and unhealthy. The purifier en- 
abled the miller to grind high and subject the 
middlings, as the new process calls the wheat, 
while suspended toa blast of air, thus freeing 
from al) impurities, leaving the rest 
and granulated con- 
dition. The blast. takes out all the 
woody fiber of the berry. This was but tle 
incipient change ‘in the new way of making 
flour, and caused mill men everywhere to put 
on their thinking caps to study out the best 
way of getting the largest percenthge of mid- 
dlings, .thus getting the best flour and the 
most profit. In 1876 a Hungarian miller 
thought out the gradual reduction 
and substituted the rollers for the stones 
which had been used previously: for getting 
out the middlings. It must be stated that 
when the middlings idea was first thought of, 
the only way to get them was by the blast, 
but the old-time stone was still retained, oniv 
in animproved form. Diamond dressing, car- 
undrum whee's, Emery polishers, and other 
inventions, took the‘place of rude stone dress- 
ing, and while the new _ process flour 
was good, there was necessarily a_ great 
loss of middlings, and this evil was to be rem- 
edied. 
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WHAT THE ROLLERS DID. 

The rollers did it. Let it be stated 
that the advantages of flouring the middlings 
on rolls over grinding on stones is most strik- 
ingly observed in the appearance of the flour, 
stone-ground flour presenting a soft, white 


appearance, while the roller-ground flour has 
a very dry and granular appearance, which in 
facing appears brownish, this brown appear- 
ance being the natural color of wheat which 
is retained in the course of manufacture. 
Comparing the two on face, the stone-ground 
flour appears much the whiter; but when you 
subject them to a doughing, the roller-flour is 
invariab!y whiter, and in green dough the 
roller-flour has a spongy feeling, which 
cannot be obtained under any 
other system of milling. The natura! 
color and extraordinary doughing and baking 

reparations are alone obtained by the ron- 
Santi of the wheat in its. reduction, and 
the perfectly scientific treatment of the germ 
or yellow coloring matter which is completely 
removed from flour by the roller system, and 
no other method now known can or does ob- 
tain this end. 

I have seldom seen anything more intense- 
ly interesting than this process of making 
flour, Through the courtesy of Mr. Cheek, I 
was shown through the Kennesaw Milis from 
boiler room to the roof, every foot oi the 
long tramp being covered by achapter of ideas 
entirely new to me. 

A FULL DESCRIPTION. 

To begin a description of the way 
of making the roller process flour, 
the wheat is first thoroughly cleaned and sep- 
arated from all impurities, and is then made 
to pass between pairs of corrugated chilled 
iron rollers revolving towards each other at 
different rates of speed, one at 250 revolutions 
per minute, the other making 200 revolutions 
in the same time, thus giving a diifferentiai 
speed, which allows the wheat to be broken 
without being ground. The corrugation on 
those rollers are about six to the inch on the 
first series and run horizontally. The grains 


or berry is here broken or split into halves, 


a 


in which shape it goes to screens or reels | 
where the dust, which has been secreted in | 


the haif erains is shaken out, and then 
the cracked wheat is ° subjected to 
blasts fof air which removes all the fibrous 
matter which the screening fails to take out. 
The wheat now passes through the next set of 
rollers, revolving on the sanic principle as 
the first, the corrugations being, of course, 
smaller, 
making of middlings, avoiding the while 
making impalpable powder. This residue’ is 
carried then to the tlrird set of rollers, in 
which the corrugations or grooves are still 

smalier and closer together, breaking the 
wheatagain into twoor four particles, passing 
thence to reels or screens slightly finer than 
the others, 

This is kept up through six series of rollers, 
and the inypalpable powder produced is bolted 
and made into a fair quality of flour. Purifi- 
cation has fellowed each break in the berry, 
until now we bave nothing but the middlings, 
the residue of the last breaking being nothing 
but the husk of the grain, or simply bran. 
The impalpable powder grows better and bet- 
ter at each roller, but cannot be called first 
quality owing to its lack of gluten. After the 
sixth break, which «also separates the bran 
from the middlings, we have left the mid- 
dlings, germ and fluff. ‘These pass then into 
what are termed graders, where the different 
sizes are separated. They next pass tothe 
purifiers, where the fluff is thrown off by the 
blast,, Getting rid of the germ is atroublesome 
job to the miller, owing to its varying in size 
in different grains of wheat, and is of a soft, 
gluey nature, which it is impossible to grind. 
If this germ were reduced in the regular pro- 
cess the flour would be discolored. Toe mid- 
dlings have therefore to be subjected to an- 
other series of smooth iron rollers, which flat- 
tens the germ into bran. This is carried off 
by the separating reels. This last reducing 
process requires tour sets of rollers, as four 
grades of flour are made. 

THE SCREEN OR SHAKER, 

The middlings are again subjected to the 
purifier, which is a shaking screen covered 
with siik bolting cloth; the middlings are 
evenly distributed on one end of the screen or 
shaker, the motion of which causes the 
material te gradually travel towards the 
other end; meantime, the air is forced from 
below this screen, through the moving parti- 
cles, taking off the dust and fine bran and de- 
positing it in dust rooms, while the coarse 
bran and germ, being too large to go through 
the screen, are passed off the end and thusth e 
pure middlings are left. This 
cess is continued until the middlings are ut- 
terly free from all impurities, and the flour is 
made by passingit through a fine silk bolting 
cloth, the flour on which is made going to the 
barrel, the residue to further separation 
and purification. The unpulverized portion 
is then subjected to further rolling and bolt 
ing until all the pure white flour possible to ob- 
tain from the wheat is barrelled or sacked for 
market. 

During all these different processes the pro- 
ducts are sent through a system of automatic 
conveyers and elevators to sculpers, aspirators 
and purifiers, which send all the impurities 
into the bran-pile. A paper thus speaks of 
the roller process: 

‘Under this system of milling, compared to 
the stone system, the miller is enabied to 
make fully 50 per cent. of patent flour against 
20 per cent. under the stone system, and pro- 
duce this marvellous r¢sult with from ten to 
twenty pounds of wheat less to the barrel 
than is required in a stone mill. The flour, 
under the roller system, is much the strong- 
est, as the gluten of the wheat is properly 
distributed through the various vrades, it 
being an admitted fact that a barrel of ‘the 
starchy property of wheat would not, without 
the gluten, make a ten-cent loaf of bread, 

A TRIUMPH OF SCIENCE. 

“This wonderful revolution has transmitted 
the most scientific genius of the mill-wright, 
forcing the miller from the channel which 
his father pursued into a desperate race to 
keep up with his boys. It is a strange fact, 
but, nevertheless a true one, that as intricate 
and scientific as this process would seem it is 
almost automatically performed, and the 
labor of milling it seems has been transferred 
from the hands to the head, requiring: the 
most constant and intelligent action of the 
brain to see that the various principles which 
the different machines are required to pro- 
duce are not bindered by extraneous causes. 
A knowledge of the different results attained 
by different inventions is absolutely essential 
to the mill builderin order to prevent the 
enterprising capitalist from being imposed 
upon, and wrecked on the Charybdis of disas- 
ter, as there are very many of the so-called 
new appliances whicn are wholly worthless,”’ 

The Kennesaw Mills, however, are of the 
very finest machinery, and the reputation 
already attained by the Marietta flour is of the 
solidest kind. he new machinery cost $25,- 
OOO, and was made in Wilmington, Delaware. 
There are twelve sets of corrugated rollers, 
nine sets of smooth rollers, besides the mest 
complicated intricacy of wheels and cogs I 
huve ever seen. The mill is indeed and truly 
a monument to the energy of its owners. 

TILE KENNESAW MILLS, 

The building. or mill proper, is made of 
brick on a toundation of rock tive feet at. base, 
the brick rising fr m the basement three feet 
thick. Itis five stories high, 50x90 fect, which 
gives a total floor space, in all, of 22,500 square 
teet. There is scareely a finer mill anywhere 
in the south, and certainly no better one 
anywhere, I[t was built of a model planned 
by Mr. Cheek, who thoroughly in 
love with the milling business and who un 
derstands its minutest details. Being situated 
directly | the railroad, and ntted up 
with every possible convenience in the way of 
elevating machinery, they are prepared to get 
every possible saving from handling the grain, 
and consequently retaining the right and 
ability to give a close margin in flour. 

The grain arrives here generaily in bulk, 
and isemptied from the cars through chutes 
into the cellar, from whence it is elevated to 
the cleaners, where the chaff and other im- 
purities are taken out, and from there it is 
carried up to the grain bin This chain belt 
will elevate from 800 to 1,000 bushels an hour. 
The hin is very large, and I sawin one pile 
30,000 bushels of wheat. This is no inconsid- 
erable quantity of grain when one stops to } 
consider it. 

It takes twenty-five men torun the entire 
mill, which will give seme idea of its propor- | 
tions. The capaeity is for grinding 400 barrels 
daily, 2,400 weekly, or nearly 125,000 yearly. | 
As the flour will average six dollars per barrel, 
the capacity of the Keunesaw Mills is $750,000 
worth of flourannually. The great demand 
for the new process flour isso great that the 
mill runs both night and day, never stopping 
from Monday morning at shortly after twelve 
o'clock until Saturday night at twelve. A 
fine gas machine has been put inthe mill, 
which insures a bright, steady light. 

A two hundred-horse power 
is required to run the mill. 
It will be remeinbered that several 
years ago the mill was demolished by a faulty 
wiler exploding, but this is rendered impossi- 
ble now by the use of Babcock & Wilcox’s 
safety water tube boilers. These boilers are 
very handsome and are absolutely safe in ev- 
ery particular.
